Fig news to Ttxa.* farmers was the 
record high farm cash income during 
June. Earnings doubled tho May fig­ 
ure, at < tiding to estimates by the 
University of Texas Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Hi 
arch, to push total June in­ 
come up to 
7,527,000. 
June income was 90 per cent high­ 
er than in June 1946, and when com­ 
pared with the 1935-39 period was 
uj> 404 per rent. 
Harvest brougght jubilation in all 
section of the Mate, hut wheat sec­ 
tors saw unprecendented farm cash 
income figures. W heat accounted for 
$96,936,000 or more, than 52 per 
cent, of the to.al farm income. 
For the Northern High Plains the 
wheat a co1 ..ted for 86 per cent of 
farm income, in the Southern Il.gh 
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Plains district 46 per cent, in the 
Red Bed Plains HS per cent, in the 
Western Cross Timbers ,541 per cent, 
in the Black and Fra rid Prairies 62 
per cent and in the Southern Texas 
Prairies 3 I per cent..
